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ALCOHOL  AWARENESS 

WEEK 


During  the  week  of  October  14-18,  the  fourth  annual  Alcohol  Awareness  Week  took  place  at 
Cal  Lu.  It  was  presented  by  the  Inter  Residence  Hall  Council,  formerly  RHA,  and  the  Residence 
Life  staff.  Each  year  a  new  theme  is  used  to  help  get  the  message  across.  This  year  the  theme  was 
"DWI"  which  stood  for  "Drink  With  Intelligence". 

The  purpose  of  Alcohol  Awareness  Week  is  to  make  students  aware  of  the  risks  and  conse- 
quences associated  with  drinking  alcohol.  Various  events  and  services  across  campus  helped  to 
inform  students  about  alcohol. 

Christine  Melonowski,  a  speaker  for  Alcohol  Awareness,  spoke  to  a  group  of  students  in  the 
forum  about  the  affects  of  drinking  and  how  to  "Drinking  with  Intelligence".  Throughout  the  v/eek 
the  residence  halls  held  mocktail  parties  where  the  RA's  served  free  and  yummy  non-alcoholic 
drinks.  In  the  SUB  on  Monday  IHRC  hosted  Chi-Chi's  bar  where  students  were  able  to  enjoy  free 
food,  tasty  mocktails,  good  company,  and  good  music.  On  Thursday,  field  sobriety  testing  enter- 
tained and  helped  students  to  understand  the  possible  outcomes  of  drinking  alcohol.  Deputy's  from 
Ventura  County  gave  a  presentation  on  alcohol  related  accidents.  After  that,  several  students  - 
Steve  Armes,  Chris  Miller,  Charla  Kanz,  Stacy  Weir,  and  Steve  Wolfe,  were  brought  in  for  a 
demonstration  on  field  sobriety  testing.  Each  student  was  intoxicated  at  various  levels  and  tests 
were  then  performed  on  each  of  them.  The  purpose  of  this  event  was  to  show  the  different  levels  of 
intoxication  and  how  alcohol  can  affect  the  coordination  needed  for  driving. 

Overall,  Alcohol  Awareness  Week  went  very  well.  IHRC  President,  Matt  Reimer  stated, " 
Our  purpose  is  not  to  stop  people  from  drinking.  We  simply  want  to  make  sure  that  people  are 
aware  of  all  possible  consequences  of  alcohol  consumption".

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SANTA  LUCIA  TRADITION 


The  Santa  Lucia  legend  is  traced  to  the  island  of  Sicily  around  300 
A.D.  Lucia  was  born  of  noble  parentage  and  raised  in  the  Christian 
faith.  While  still  a  young  woman,  she  secretly  vowed  to  dedicate  her 
life  to  God  and  to  distribute  her  wealth  among  the  poor.  Unaware  of 
this,  her  mother  sought  to  marry  her  to  a  pagan  of  nobility  and  wealth. 
Lucia  refused  her  fiance  and  was  forced  to  reveal  her  Christian  vow. 
Her  enraged  and  unsympathetic  fiance  informed  the  Roman  authorities 
and  had  her  brought  to  trial  as  a  Christian.  The  legend  explains  how 
her  eyes  where  put  out  during  persecution,  and  then  miraculously 
restored.  She  was  accused  of  witchcraft  and  burned  at  the  stake  on 
December  13,  304  A.D. 

This  tragic  incident,  coupled  with  her  name,  which  means  light  in 
Latin,  established  Lucia  as  the  patron  saint  of  all  those  with  afflicted 
eyes.  The  celebration  of  Santa  Lucia's  feast  day  on  December  1 3 
brought  the  return  of  light  after  a  dark  winter  in  Sweden.  It  became  a 
festival  of  lights  symbolizing  the  faith  and  hope  of  the  Christian 
season.  Santa  Lucia's  compassion  for  the  poor  is  represented  by  acts 
of  benevolence  and  charity  to  the  community. 

The  Christmas  festival  of  Santa  Lucia  has  been  a  part  of  campus 
life  since  the  founding  of  the  university.  Every  year  five  women 
students  are  elected  to  represent  Santa  Lucia  and  her  brides,  along  with 
five  male  students  to  escort  them.  These  elected  students  represent  the 
symbolic  meaning  of  the  Santa  Lucia  tradition:  that  of  faith,  hope, 
charity,  and  compassion  to  mankind.

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This  year's  Kingsmen  Football  Team  opened  the 
season  full  of  spirit  and  determination.  They 
showed  a  great  deal  of  persistence  and.  for  the  first 
time  in  six  years,  had  a  non-losing  sea.son  record. 

The  first  win  for  the  Kingsmen,  which  came  on 
their  forth  opportunity,  was  a  dramatic  come  from 
behind  game  that  set  the  tone  for  the  rest  of  the  year. 
The  game,  a  23-20  win  against  USD  on  September 
29.  was  won  a  Tom  Montague  field  goal  with 
seconds  remaining  and  triggered  a  four-game 
winning  streak  to  give  the  Kingsmen  a  season- 
ending  5-5  record. 

The  Kingsmen  football  team,  the  only  CLU  sport 
not  officially  in  SCIAC  this  year,  would  have  been 
league  champions  after  defeating  number  one 
redlands,  21-10,  in  the  final  game  of  the  year. 

Cassidy  O'Sullivan,  a  junior  running  back,  led  the 
CLU  charge  rushing  990  yards  en  route  to  eleven 
touchdowns  on  the  year,  Tom  Leogrande  caught 
thirty-eight  passes  for  465  yards.

Adam  Hacker,  the 
first  string  quarterback,  threw  for  1034  yards  with 
six  touchdowns. 

On  the  defensive  line,  Tom  Pelligrino  recorded 
thirteen  sacks  and  sixty-seven  tackles  on  the  year. 
Cary  Caufield,  a  senior  linebacker,  had  ninety-four 
tackles,  while  junior  Chris  Sesito  pulled  down 
ninety-one  with  four  interceptions.

Shelly  Hicks  had  an  excellent  season  leading  the  team  in 
setting  assists  (240)  and  the  highest  attacking  percentage. 

Newcomer  and  freshman,  Leslie  Helpern,  had  an  impres- 
sive first  season  with  76  defensive  digs.  36  serving  aces,  33 
kills,  and  was  named  the  defensive  player  of  the  year. 

Brenda  Fratjord  had  1 10  kills,  31  serving  aces,  and  was 
named  the  offensive  player  of  the  year. 

Jennifer  Wiley  finished  out  her  last  year  at  CLU  with  the 
most  kills  ( 144),  defensive  digs  (92),  and  was  named  the 
Most  Valuable  Player  of  the  team. 

The  Regals  did,  however,  have  a  problem  winning  those 
all  too  important  games.  The  Regals  went  into  the  game 
against  Occidental  favored  and  expected  to  win.  Unfortu- 
nately, the  Regals  were  swept  in  three  straight  games.  They 
finished  the  season  0-11  in  SCIAC,  and  7-18  overall.

The  team  consisted  of  live  freshman:  Jenniler  Nogglc.  Jill 
I'ues.  Hrin  Meyer,  Ashley  Young,  and  .Jackie  Sanchez.,  senior  Lisa 
Askins,  junior  Christine  Me  Comb,  and  a  sophomore  Marissa  van 
iler  Valk. 

The  Regals,  who  ran  races  that  averages  .5()()()  meters  in  their 
eight-meet  season,  found  their  strength  in  van  der  Valk. 

Van  der  Valk,  ranked  fifth  in  the  NCAA  Division  III  West 
Region,  finished  eighth  in  the  SCIAC  title  race  to  be  accepted  to 
the  national  race  in  Virginia.  The  Buena  High  graduate  went  to  the 
finish  the  race  in  107lh  place. 

Other  Regal  highlights  include  Mc  Comb's  performance  in  the 
league  championship  in  Chino.  Mc  Comb  earned  first-team  all- 
conference  honors  with  her  sixth-place  finish  of  20:32.  Van  der 
Valk  came  across  the  finish  line  eighteen  seconds  later  for  a  ninth 
place  finish. 

Askins,  a  senior,  capped  off  a  four-year  running  career  with 
CLU  that  also  included  track  and  field  as  well  as  cross  country. 

Nieves,  who  has  coached  Regal  cross  country  and  track  and 
field  for  the  past  seven  years,  guided  CLU  cross  country  to  success 
in  the  NAIA  regionals  in  the  past  and  helped  four  Regal  track 
runners  to  the  national  in  Texas  last  season.

Lutheran  women's  soeeer  team  was  sure  to  present  a  dilTerenl  look.    And,  with  the  new  players 
undoubtedly  going  to  be  lieshman,  the  question  of  how  well  these  young  players  could  fill  the 
gap  was  opened  up. 

But.  under  the  coaching  guidance  of  George  Kuni/.  whose  name  is  seldom  icl'l  out  ol'a 
scnlence  containing  the  words.  "CLU  soccer",  the  Regals  welcomed  the  nine  new  freshman 
recruits  and  did  little  to  disappoint  their  fans. 

In  their  first  season  as  members  of  the  Southern  California  Intercollegiate  Athletic  Confer- 
ence, they  not  only  won  the  SCIAC  title  with  a  12-0  record,  but  they  finished  the  regular  season 
with  a  record  of  17-4  and  headed  to  the  NCAA  Division  III  playoffs  in  San  Diego-the  first  time 
a  CLU  women's  soccer  team  has  been  invited!

It  was  a  historical  season  for  players  like  Rachel  Wackerman.  who  had  36  goals  this  year, 
three  of  which  came  from  CLU's  first  game  in  the  playoffs.  Wackerman.  who  led  the  Regals  with 
30  goals  her  freshman  year,  the  record  holder  for  most  goals  scored  in  a  season  at  CLU  (36),  and 
the  most  goals  scored  in  a  career  (66).  as  well  as  holding  the  number  10  spot  on  the  all  NCAA 
scoring  leaders.

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The  Kingsmen  basketball  team  accomplished  more  this 
season  than  any  CLU  basketball  team  in  the  past  twenty- 
nine  years. 

In  its  first  year  competing  in  SCIAC,  CLU  won  the 
league  title  which  was  decided  after  the  Kingsmen  beat  the 
University  of  Redlands,  119-113  in  the  second-to-last 
game  of  the  season  at  Redlands. 

CLU,  which  finished  the  season  1 1-3  in  SCIAC  and  15- 
1 1  overall,  shocked  the  Tritons  of  UC  San  Diego  in  the 
second  round  of  the  NCAA  Division  III  playoffs  with  a  88- 
70  win.  The  Tritons  had  beaten  the  Kingsmen  twice  during 
the  regular  season  and  were  the  favorites  to  win. 

Jeff  deLaveaga  had  32  points  against  UCSD  as  the 
Kingsmen  advanced  to  the  sectional  round  of  the  playoffs 
in  Minnesota.  Otterbein  College  of  Ohio  dismissed  the 
Kingsmen  82-78  despite  deLaveaga's  tournament  high  38 
points. 

The  6-4  guard,  who  is  now  playing  professional  basket- 
ball in  Australia  with  the  Canberra  Gunners,  made  eight  of 
sixteen  three  point  shots  and  was  named  to  the  All-tourna- 
ment team  in  Minnesota. 

"This  was  a  season  of  firsts  for  us,"  commented  Coach 
Dunlap.  "The  first  year  we  won  the  SCAIC  title,  the  first 
time  we  had  back-to-back  winning  seasons,  the  first  year  in 
the  playoffs,  the  list  goes  on..."

The  1992  kingsmcii  baseball  Icain  had  a  phciuimcnal 
season,  maybe  even  (he  best  season  of  any  Cal  Lutheran 
baseball  team.   In  their  lirst  thirty-one  games,  the  Kingsmen 
had  an  outstanding  reeord  of  29-2. 

Many  people  this  year  asked  how  the  Kingsmen  got  so 
good,  so  quickly.   Most  of  credit  was  given  to  the  twenty- 
three,  out  of  twenty-nine  players,  that  transferred  to  Cal 
Lutheran  in  the  past  two  years,  many  from  division  one 
schools. 

Another  large  factor  in  the  success  of  this  year's  team  was 
their  action  behind  the  plate.  The  Kingsmen  oulscore.  out 
outpitched.  and  simply  outplayed  any  of  the  team  they 
played  this  year.  At  the  time  of  press,  the  team  batting 
average  was  .3.'^7,  they  had  scored  3.31  runs,  and  they  had  hit 
fifty-nine  homeruns.  Their  opponents  batting  average  was

homeruns. 

The  CLU  pitching  staff  also  had  a  year  to  remember. 
Steve  Dempsey  broke  the  school  record  with  most  wins  in  a 
season,  they  had  a  combined  earned  run  average  of  1 .62,  and 
was  striking  out  four  batters  to  every  one  walk  they  allowed. 

It  was  unfortunate  that  the  yearbook  could  not  wait  to 
publish  the  results  of  the  entire  season,  but  at  the  publishing 
date,  the  team  had  won  the  SCIAC  title  and  was  on  their  way 
to  the  playoffs,  maybe  even  nationals.

After  twenty-seven  games,  the  Regals  had  a  record  of  17-10. 
Brenda  Frafjord  led  the  team  with  a  batting  average  of  .373  and  a 
slugging  percentage  of  .533. 

Cheryl  Aschenbach  made  her  fair  share  of  contributions  behind 
the  plate  leading  the  team  in  RBl's  with  seventeen  and  doubles 
with  seven. 

As  a  team,  the  Regals  outscored  their  opponents  95-66  (Alysa 
Matthews  contributed  a  team  high  twenty-one),  out  hit  their 
opponents  ,307-. 204,  and  outslugged  their  opponents  .384-. 236. 

The  pitching  staff,  Stacy  Donaldson  and  Marjie  Seivers,  each 
had  a  great  season  on  the  mound.  They  had  a  combined  earned  run 
average  of  2.1 8,  78  strikeouts,  and  each  had  recorded  a  shut  out. 

At  the  time  of  press,  the  Regals  were  bidding  for  the  SCIAC 
title,  and  were  looking  forward  to  the  playoffs.
